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THUGS ACTED 


‘LIKE A PACK 


OF ANIMALS’ 


THREE thugs who broke the arm of a 
bridegroom out on his stag night have 
been jailed after they were described as 
behaving like a pack of wild animals. 

The victim of the unprovoked attack, 
Johnathan Channell (26), had to wear a plas¬ 
ter cast on his wedding day and during his 
honeymoon. 

Dean McAteer (27), of Woodcroft, Harlow, 
Jay Bown (23), of Purford Green, Harlow, and 
Jamie Lynch (26), of Church End, Harlow, 
pleaded guilty to malicious wounding. 

The prosecution offered no evidence 
against a fourth defendant - Nathan Dunn 
(27), of Purford Green, Harlow - on a charge

of affray and the judge formally entered a not 
guilty verdict. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told the gang 
pounced after one of them started picking on 
Mr Channell while they were travelling on a 
late-night train from London in July last year. 

Prosecutor John Donnelly said McAteer 
made comments about Mr ChannelTs shirt 
and Bown said: “We beat up people wearing a 
shirt like that.” 

Mr Channell, who with his father, two 
brothers and future father-in-law, ignored the 


comment and he and McAteer shook hands, 
but McAteer was then unpleasant to one 
female passenger and made crude sexual 
comments to another. 

Mr Channell told him to leave her alone, at 
which point Bown put his hands into Mr 
ChannelTs face. As the mood became increas¬ 
ingly aggressive, Lynch punched Mr Channell 
hard, knocking him back and he ended up 
pinned to a seat. 

Lynch then hit him with seven punches and 
McAteer and Bown joined in, the court heard. 

The three defendants got out of the train at 
Harlow Town and Mr Channell followed

Jobs under threat in 
youth services review 


A CENTRE offering career 
guidance to young people in 
Harlow could be axed after 
a report proposed cuts in 
the number of youth service 
staff. 

Essex County Council 
education chief Stephen 
Castle has recommended 
ending the authority’s Con¬ 
nexions service, including 
the One Stop Shop based at 
Occasio House in Harlow. 

The proposal is part of 
the council’s plan for a rad¬ 
ical shake-up of youth serv¬ 
ices which would save the 
authority £7m a year, main¬ 
ly by axeing the Connexions 
service’s 180 staff. 

Staff received letters at 
the weekend informing 
them of the proposals. 

One worker at the One 
Stop Shop, who did not 
want to be named, said: 
“We are very angry. We do a 
fantastic job with young 
people in the town and offer 
help with all sorts of things 
from finding a job to apply¬ 
ing for benefits and housing 
issues. 

“It seems they want to 
cut the service without con¬ 
sidering who might offer 


help to these people. 

“Staff heard about it at 
the weekend after receiving 
a letter from the council. 
But the letter doesn’t 
explain much; we’ve been 
finding out more through 
the media.” 

Connexions was set up in 
2003 and provides impartial 
advice to 13-19-year-olds in 
and out of school and to vul¬ 
nerable people. 

Councillor Castle said 
the council needed to find 
savings following the Gov¬ 
ernment’s spending review. 

“This has resulted in the 
need to urgently review the 
way we deliver our youth 
services to enable us to con¬ 
tinue to provide valued 
services in a more targeted 
and focused way,” he said. 

“I appreciate this is an 
unsettling time but I am 
committed to keeping staff 
fully aware of any discus¬ 
sions and will communicate 
any decisions as soon as 
they are made.” 

A decision on the future 
direction of the service will 
be made at a meeting of the 
council’s cabinet members 
on Tuesday. 




CASH-strapped Harlow 
Council could cut working 
hours and slash mileage 
allowances for all staff in a 
bid to save money ahead of 
Government cuts to local 
authority grants. 

With the authority set to have 
its budget slashed by up to 15 per 
cent in the next financial year, 
plans to reduce the working week 
by half an hour and cut mileage 
allowance from 65p per mile to 
40p are currently being consid¬ 
ered. 

The proposed changes would 
affect all council employees - 
including part-time staff - and 
could potentially save the author¬ 
ity up to £225,000 a year. 

In a message sent out to staff 
this week, chief executive 
Malcolm Morley said the pro¬ 
posal would be the equivalent of 
a 1.3 per cent pay cut for all staff

but would minimise redundan¬ 
cies. 

“Heads of service have been 
looking at all areas of expendi¬ 
ture to ensure where possible that 
services continue in accordance 
with the council’s priorities and 
to minimise redundancies as far 
as possible,” he wrote. 

“I know that these proposals 
would be very difficult for col¬ 
leagues but they would, if imple¬ 
mented, undoubtedly help safe¬ 
guard some jobs and services.” 

The proposals have angered 
trade unionists, who argue that 
significant savings could be 
made by cutting the salaries of 
senior staff. David Forman, of 
Harlow Trades Union Council, 
told the Star: “Why should lower 
paid staff sacrifice part of their 


wages when the chief executive 
and other management staff are 
still on extravagant salaries? 

“The chief executive earns 
well over £100,000 a year, a 
ridiculously high amount when 
you consider how much manage¬ 
ment support he has in running a 
town of just 79,000 people. 

“Our view is that cuts should 
start from the top.” 

The council is yet to consult 
with trade union representatives 
on the proposals but has invited 
staff to comment on the suggest¬ 
ed cutbacks. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said: “We know this is 
going to be difficult for our staff, 
but we also know they are realists 
and are aware of the unprece¬ 
dented financial pressures our 
council faces. 

“I believe it is right to sug¬ 
gest sharing the financial pain 
among the largest number 
rather than face the alterna¬ 
tive, which is seeing col¬ 
leagues leave as part of further 
redundancies. 

“This is a financially 
responsible council and moves 
like this will ensure we keep 
targeting our budgets on the 
frontline services our resi¬ 
dents expect. We are also 
looking at making savings on 
councillors’ allowances.”

Jailing all three for four months, Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub said they were described by 
witnesses as behaving like a pack of animals. 

He added: “It ought to be safe to travel on our 
transport system at night, except as everybody 
who uses the system knows there is a sense of 
drunken menace on late trains from Liverpool 
Street. Some people are frightened to use them. 
That this should be so in a civilised country 
like ours is appalling. 

“If I put myself in the position of someone on 
that train seeing what happened, I would be 
astonished by a court passing anything but an 
immediate custodial sentence.” 

However, he said he had reduced the length of 
sentence because they were basically decent 
family men who had acted out of character.

Drug dealer had 
cocaine wrapped 
in lottery tickets

Green scheme bears fruit for Kier 


A DRUG dealer who wra¬ 
pped cocaine in lottery 
tickets has been jailed for 
30 months. 

Allen Swatkins (34), of 
Brockles Mead, Harlow, plead¬ 
ed guilty to charges of supply¬ 
ing cocaine and possessing the 
drug with intent to supply. 

Lesli Sternberg, prosecuting 
at Chelmsford Crown Court, 
said Swatkins was seen by 
police at a pub car park in 
Harlow handing two wraps of 
cocaine to another man. 

"Text exchanges showing he 
was involved in the supply of 
drugs were found on his mobile 
phone and he had £140 cash on 
him”, said Ms Sternberg. A 
search of his home uncovered 
six further wraps of cocaine in 
lottery tickets. 

"There was also drug para- 
phenalia including scales, pre¬ 
cut lottery tickets, cutting 
agents and tools including a 
Stanley knife, a credit card and 
£1,370 cash," Ms Sternberg 
told the court. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, represent¬ 
ing Swatkins, said in mitigation 
his client loaned money and 
sold drugs to raise money to 
feed his own addiction. 

Mr Fitzgibbon said Swatkins 
was relieved that he had been 
arrested as years of taking 
drugs had taken its toll on his 
health. “He collapsed before 
this incident but now he’s drug- 
free and there's been a clear 
change around.” 

Mr Fitzgibbon said Swatkins 
was now working as a driver 
and was willing to undergo 
drug testing if he were to avoid 
a jail sentence. “If you adopt a 
merciful stance that would 
allow him to continue his dmg 
treatment,” he told the judge 

But jailing Swatkins for 30 months, Judge 
Christopher Ball told him he had been deeply 
involved in a pyramid of supply of cocaine. 

“Courts have to give a clear message about 
dmg dealing,” said the judge. “If you do it 
there’s a price to be paid. People don’t want a 


society where every second person is a 
cocaine addict. 

“The supply of cocaine and possession 
with intent to supply is a matter that must 
attract a custodial sentence.” 

The judge also made on order that 
Swatkins’ car should be forfeited. 


Council backs green space campaign 


RESIDENTS are being given 
the chance to nominate green 
spaces in Harlow for special 
protection. 

Harlow Council has signed 
up to the Queen Elizabeth II 
Fields Challenge, a campaign 
to safeguard fields and open 
spaces around the country. 

Timed to coincide with the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
and the 2012 Olympics, it 
aims to create a legacy for 
future generations to play, 
walk or simply enjoy green 
spaces. 


Nominated sites must meet 
a number of requirements - 
including ownership, mini¬ 
mum size and written evi¬ 
dence that sport, play and 
recreation is permitted - in 
order to be considered. 

Tony Hall, chairman of 
Harlow Council’s environ¬ 
ment policy working group, 
said: “This is a great opportu¬ 
nity to create a lasting legacy 
for Harlow people beyond 
2012 . 

“Our town had greenery 
designed into it. I hope we get 


some imaginative nomina¬ 
tions that will add to legacy 
and build on it.” 

Residents can nominate a 
site by logging on to the offi¬ 
cial website at www.qei- 
ifields.com or by emailing a 
suggestion to the council at 
qe2fieldschallenge@har- 
low.gov.uk. 

The final decision will rest 
with Fields in Trust, an inde¬ 
pendent charity formed in 
1925 to protect and improve 
outdoor space for sport, play 
and recreation. 


THE company that carries 
out maintenance work for 
Harlow Council has won a 
green award for a project 
that has dramatically 
reduced the amount of 
waste sent to landfill sites. 
Kier Harlow was presented 
with a Green Apple 
Environmental Award at a 
ceremony held at the 
House of Commons. 

The company’s Waste Not, 
Want Not scheme was 
introduced in 2008 with the 
aim of changing its 
approach to the 
environment. A new waste 
transfer system was 
introduced at the Kier 
Harlow depot along with 
an interceptor that stopped 
pollution and harmful 
chemicals seeping into the 
environment. 

Following the changes the 
company reduced the 
amount of waste it sent to 
landfill sites from 23,000 
tonnes to just 6,000 tonnes 
this year. 

Kier Harlow’s regional 
environmental manager 
Doug Goodyer, who 
collected the award, said: 
“We are very proud of our 
achievement. It’s been a 
lengthy process to get up 
and running but it is now 
proving very efficient. 

“We saw £100,000 of 
savings in 2009 by not 
sending waste to landfill.”

SPECIALIST restorers have been 
called in to repair one of Harlow’s 
iconic sculptures after it was dam¬ 
aged in a hit-and-run incident. 

The three-foot bronze by world-renowned 
artist Gerda Rubenstein was toppled off its 
brick stand when the driver of a 4x4 vehicle 
reversed into it. 

The figure of a young woman, entitled 
Julia and estimated to be worth more than 
£15,000, was damaged by the fall and the 
stand will need to be rebuilt. 

It has been taken to a firm of specialist 
fine art restorers and is being kept in a 
secure location. The repair bill is expected to 
run into hundreds of pounds but as the 
sculpture is insured Harlow Council will be 
submitting a claim for the cost. 

The driver of the vehicle that struck the 
sculpture did not stop but a council employ¬ 
ee at a nearby sheltered housing complex 
saw the incident and took a note of the reg¬ 
istration number. The matter has been

reported to police. 

The statue was installed in Sewell Harris 
Close in 1995 and forms part of Harlow’s 
collection of public works of art acquired 
and commissioned for the town by the coun¬ 
cil, Harlow Art Trust and other organisations 
since the 1950s. 

Joel Charles, chairman of the council’s 
community and citizenship policy working 
group, said: “Harlow is known as a 
Sculpture Town and we are very proud of 
our public sculptures. 

“It seems someone’s careless driving has 
resulted in damage to the sculpture. The car 
has been identified and the council is mak¬ 
ing enquiries. 

“We are committed to keeping public 
sculptures in public places as they help 
enrich people’s environment. Luckily these 
accidents are few and far between. 

“We hope it won’t be long until Julia is 
back outside.” 


Road closed while police probe accident 


A STRETCH of Southern 
Way, Harlow, was closed for 
more than eight hours on 
Friday while police investi¬ 
gated a crash that left two 
people injured. 

A red Ford Escort left the 
road between Bush Fair and 
Staple Tye at around 2am and 
careered through trees before 
ending up in a ditch. 


Two people - a man and a 
woman - were found at the 
scene by emergency services. 
The woman had suffered 
serious head injuries and 
both were taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Police believe a third per¬ 
son had been in the vehicle 
when the accident occurred 
but had left before emer¬ 


gency services arrived at the 
scene. 

The road was reopened 
midway through the morning 
after the car was recovered. 
No other vehicles were 
thought to be involved. 

Police are asking any wit¬ 
nesses to call the Chigwell 
road policing unit on 0300

Harlow North backers push housing proposals 


ARGUMENTS in support of a major hous¬ 
ing development on countryside to the north 
of Harlow have been submitted to neigh¬ 
bouring East Herts Council. 

The group behind the Harlow North pro¬ 
posals has submitted representations to the 
authority making the case for building on th 
Green Belt land as part of a consultation on 
the future of the district. 

North Harlow Joint Venture said this week 
the project would allow the new homes to be 


built alongside investment in local transport, 
education and health facilities. 

The representations do not provide 
detailed plans but claim that land is the most 
appropriate location to meet housing requi¬ 
rements in East Herts. 

More detailed proposals are expected to 
follow from the joint venture group. 

Mary Parsons, a spokeswoman for the 
group, said: “East Herts Council needs to 
find space for 8,500 new homes and North 


Harlow presents a sustainable alternative to 
greenfield development around Sawbridge- 
worth, Bishop’s Stortford, Ware, Hertford 
and Buntingford or major extensions to 
Welwyn and Stevenage. 

“The local councils of East Hertfordshire 
and Harlow are now establishing their Local 
Development Frameworks and we look for¬ 
ward to working with them in the future. 

“We will continue to keep the community 
updated on our progress.”

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Hospital streamlines 
urgent care services 


THE Harlow NHS Walk-in Cen¬ 
tre which treats people with 
minor injuries and illnesses is to 
be moved into Princess Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital in a bid to cut A&E 
waiting times. 

In order to make space, the hospi¬ 
tal’s pre-assessment service will be 
transferred to the walk-in centre’s 
former home just 100 yards away in 
Wych Elm. 

Patients arriving in A&E will 
first be assessed by a community 
nurse who will decide if they should 
see their own GP, be treated by staff 
in the walk-in centre or be taken 
through to A&E. 

Jane Herbert, the hospital’s inter¬ 
im chief executive, said: “This new 
integrated urgent care centre will 
reduce duplication, minimise con¬ 
fusion among the public, make bet¬ 
ter use of the valuable use of the 
health care workers and help ensure 
that acute hospital services focus on 
the work that only they can do.”

The move, which takes place on 
Sunday, is part of a joint project 
between the hospital, the West 
Essex NHS Trust and West Essex 
Community Health Services. 

Shelia Bremmer, chief executive 
of NHS West Essex, said: “These 
changes represent a positive 
improvement in urgent care services 
with no reduction in the range and 
quality of services currently deliv¬ 
ered. 

“They will help to ensure people 
get the right care in the right place 
at the right time.” 

Vince McCabe, managing direc¬ 
tor of WECHS, added: “The new 
centre will provide a single point of 
entry to the public, enabling us to 
direct them to the most appropriate 
service first time. 

“People will then be assessed and 
provided with the support, advice or 
treatment they require.” 


Partnership 
reports fewer 
incidents of 
yob behaviour 

SIX incidents of egg-throwing 
and three of misuse of fireworks 
were reported to Harlow police 
on Halloween and bonfire night. 
However, there were no serious 
injuries on either night and low 
numbers of complaints about 
anti-social behaviour. 

As a result, the Safer Harlow 
Partnership has hailed its 
‘Operation: Bang Out of Order’ 
campaign, which ran throughout 
the period, a success. 

Trading standards officers 
carried out checks to see if any 
shops were selling fireworks to 
people but none failed. 
Partnership chairman Malcolm 
Morley said: “Harlow’s 
partnership approach has a good 
track record in reducing anti¬ 
social behaviour during the 
Halloween and firework period. 
“This is a good example of local 
organisations doing their bit to 
ensure this period is as safe and 
nuisance-free as possible for 
residents. 

“We have seen a low number of 
reported incidents this year and 
I’m sure stopping fireworks 
getting into the hands of young 
people has reduced the risk of 
serious injuries happening.”

A FUN-packed fair raised more 
than £1,500 towards the 
construction of a new specialist 
delivery suite at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Scores of people flocked to the 
event held in the Harlow 
hospital’s social club, browsing 
Christmas stalls and enjoying 
cake-decorating workshops and 
a bouncy castle. There was also 
a car wash and book sale. 

The hospital hopes to raise a 
total of £40,000 to construct 
and equip a second specialist 
delivery suite suitable for 
mums-to-be who have had a 


problem-free pregnancy and 
are considered to be at low risk 
of labour complications. 

Claire Parker, midwife and 
birthing unit manager, said: 
“Due to its popularity, around 
50 per cent of women in labour 
who have requested the existing 
room in their birthing plan are 
unfortunately unable to use the 
facilities upon arrival as the 
room is already in use. 

“We want to raise as much 
money as possible so we can 
start offering more women 
quicker and easier births in 
this relaxing setting.” 


Teenager who mugged 
pensioner is sentenced 
to two years detention 


A TEENAGER who mugged a 
pensioner and then took a gang 
of youths to the home of a wit¬ 
ness in a bid to intimidate him 
has been sentenced to two years 
of detention. 

The defendant, who is 17 but 
cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, denied but was convicted 
of robbing the 77-year-old 
woman in Southern Way, 
Harlow, as she was on her way to 
a keep-fit class. He was also 
found guilty of intimidating a 
15-year-old witness. 

The teenager was also 
accused of mugging another 
woman and attempting to rob an 
84-year-old but the jury cleared 
him on both charges. 

Describing his behaviour as 
sickening and despicable. Judge 
Karen Walden-Smith told him: 
“It is of enormous disappoint¬ 
ment to me to see a young man 
appearing in court denying 
something you knew you did and 
particularly involving an elderly 
lady who had the trauma of hav¬ 


ing to relive what happened. 

“She was entitled to be cared 
for and protected by society. You 
are an intelligent young man 
whose life is currently being 
wasted and you don’t need to 
waste it. Change your life.” 

The court heard that after the 
robbery the defendant threatened 
a 15-year-old who gave a state¬ 
ment to police about his involve¬ 
ment in the crime, branding the 
youth “a grass” and warning: 
“I’m going to kill you and petrol 
bomb your house.” 

The mother of the intimidated 
youth had described arriving 
home to a huge number of 
youngsters gathered on a green 
nearby and said her son had 
“sounded scared and worried”. 

Frances Ridout, appearing for 
the defendant, said in mitigation 
he had a “turbulent, horrific 
childhood” during which he was 
exposed to domestic violence, 
alcohol and drugs before his 
father died and he was left 
homeless.

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Youth facing jail sentence for knife attack 


A YOUNG man who slashed the neck of a 
19-year-old with a kitchen knife has been 
warned that he could be jailed for the attack. 

Ryan Kinggate (18), from Harlow, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday to assaulting Gary Edmunds causing 
actual bodily harm and to possessing a blad- 
ed point in Brockles Mead on July 11, 2009. 

The court was told Kinggate, who was 17 
at the time of the incident, had been part of a 
group of four young men who struck the vic¬ 


tim without provocation. 

Kinggate later returned to the scene of the 
attack and swung a knife towards the victim’s 
neck, causing a five-inch slash. However, the 
court was told the cut was not deep and soon 
healed. 

Jodie Hitchcock, represeting Kinggate, 
said in mitigation, said her client had behav- 
iourial problems and was not able to read or 
write. 

Although he had been studying to become 


a painter and decorator he found the academ¬ 
ic side of the work too much and was now an 
interior sprayer. 

Judge Stara Staite, who made an order 
preventing publication of the defendant’s full 
address, adjourned sentence until December 
17 for reports. 

“I want full options on sentencing open to 
me,” she told him. “Dangerous behaviour has 
to be sentenced to get the message across that 
it will not be tolerated.”

AN unemployed research 
scientist has accused a 
Harlow health club of flout¬ 
ing its own policy after he 
was told he could not can¬ 
cel his membership early 
despite being made redun¬ 
dant. 

Graham Duddy (39) said he 
informed Esporta, in The Water 
Gardens, just three days after he 
was laid off by pharmaceutical 
giant GlaxoSmithKline. 

The firm’s website states that 
termination of the contract may 
be allowed if the member has a 
medical condition, moves home 
or is made redundant. 

But Mr Duddy, of Priors 
Court, Sawbridgeworth, was 
told he would have to pay £39- 
per-month for the standard 
notice period of three months - 
and was threatened with court 
action if he refused. 

“They didn’t give me any 
explanation as to why they 
would not terminate the con¬ 
tract,” he told the Star. “They 
simply said I should feel lucky 
that I’m just being charged for 
three months. 

“There is no good reason why 
they couldn’t be good about it. 
They just want to make as much 
money as they can. 

“There is no way I’m going to 
pay what they’re asking. They

will have to go to court to get it 
from me.” 

Mr Duddy lost his job in early 
October and shortly afterwards 
took his redundancy letter into 
the gym as proof. However, 
despite another visit and numer¬ 
ous calls to Esporta over the 
course of the past few weeks he 
could not get an answer. 

“Given the nature of my work 
it is very unlikely I’ll find anoth¬ 
er job in the region,” he said. “I 
was told by Esporta they would 
take that on board and get back 
to me. But they just stonewalled 
me. 

“Apart from bad management 
and customer services, their 
delaying tactics earned them an 
extra month’s membership fees 
from me.” 

Mr Duddy has since can¬ 
celled his direct debit to Esporta 
but within days of missing a 
payment the firm wrote to him 
stating his payments were in 
arrears and he would be fined an 
extra £20. A second letter threat¬ 
ened court action and further 
charges. 

The Star asked Esporta to 
comment on the claims but it 
had not responded by the time 
we went to press.

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Christmas shelter a 
haven for homeless

D URING the early 1970s 
Britain was in the grip of 
strikes and mass 
unemployment and on the verge 
of an economic maelstrom. 

It was during that turbulent period, 
when many people put self interest 
before the general good that one Harlow 
couple’s trip to London was to end with 
an act of selflessness which has, in the 
decades since, helped tens of thousands 
of homeless people. 

As they made their way back home after 
a night on the town, they could not help 
but be affected by the despair they saw 
on the city streets. 

So on Christmas Eve they decided to 
take sandwiches and hot drinks to the 
capital and hand them out to the down- 
and-outs who had nowhere else to turn. 
Friends saw what the couple were doing 
and were compelled to get involved. It 
became a regular thing and before long 
the Harlow Chocolate Run was born. 
Every Sunday since then a small army 
of volunteers pack themselves into a car 
or minibus laden with food and drink 
and head for Victoria. 

Today Britain is being battered by yet 
another economic crisis and so the 
commitment of the Chocolate Run 
volunteers is as important as ever. 

Mick Granger is chairman of the 
Harlow Chocolate Run Haven, the 
charity which for a decade has also run 
a homeless shelter at the playbam in 
Abercrombie Way over the Christmas 
period. 

A band of about 20 volunteers take it 
in turns on the Chocolate Run while up 
to 80 people get involved in running the 
shelter. 

“The amount of people who have put 
their time in is absolutely amazing,” 
said Mick. “Nobody gets any money 


out of volunteering but people have got 
empathy for the homeless. 

“Harlow has got a tremendous 
community spirit. If something goes 
wrong people stick together. It’s not like 
London where nobody wants to know. 
“The shelter is a fantastic place and the 


people who have helped out feel 
wonderful. Many have been with us 
since the very beginning and each year 
becomes like a reunion. 

“There is a special atmosphere there. If 
you were new you would never be able 
to tell who was a guest and who was a 


volunteer. And we never have any 
trouble.” 

Despite the years, the reasons for people 
ending up homeless seem to stay the 
same. 

“People don’t realise what actually 
happens to people who find themselves 
on the streets,” said Mick. “Many of 
them have had the most awful things 
happen to them in the past or perhaps in 
their childhoods. 

“One man’s family were killed one 
Christmas in a road accident. He lost 
his way after that and from there 
became homeless. There are girls who 
are abused by their fathers and so they 
leave home. 

“I would say only about 15 per cent 
actually want to be homeless. The other 
85 are there because of what’s happened 
to them. 

“We’ve seen them all - dentists, 
lecturers, students, people from all 
backgrounds who’ve lost their families 
or their job. Somehow they wind up on 
the streets.” 

The shelter opens round the clock for 
10 days from December 23 to January 
1, offering hot food and drink, a place 
to sleep and some entertainment. It was 
set up by a Chocolate Run volunteer at 
a time when many thought 
homelessness was not a problem in 
Harlow. 


“There is no homeless community as 
such in Harlow,” said Mick’s wife 
Selma, who became involved after 
helping set up Harlow Accommodation 
Project back in the mid 1990s. “In 
London they tend to stick together in a 
group to help protect each other, but in 
Harlow they didn’t want anyone to 
know that they’re homeless so they 
tended to go off on their own. 

“And the authorities didn’t want to 
acknowledge that these people existed 
either. They said it would be a waste of 
time. It was an effort just to make 
people understand there was a 
problem.” 

Guests at the shelter can come and go 
as they please. There are only a few 
rules such as no drink or drugs. 
Sleeping bags are provided. 

This year organisers are hoping to get a 
donation of screens so guests can have 
more privacy. 

“There’s no place like home but it’s as 
close as can be,” sais Mick. “Even the 
home-alone can come down and join in 
the fun. Nobody needs to be on their 
own this Christmas.” 

# There will be a meeting in the 
Maidmore Room at the Great Parndon 
Community Centre at 7.30pm tonight 
(Thursday) for anyone who would like 
to volunteer there time to help out this 
Christmas.

which would be built over, the 
proximity of the well-loved 
Gibberd Garden and Harlowbury 
Chapel, the oldest building in 
Harlow, and there seems to be no 
case for the development other 


than commercial interests. 

It was inspiring to be part of such 
a large, united and well-informed 
crowd. Some might accuse us of 
NIMBYism but, as Mr Newens 
said, Harlow has seen development 
at Churchgate Street, New Hall 
and Gateway over past decades 
and there must be some quiet 
green areas for people to walk in. 
Even if the scheme goes ahead, the 
waiting list for social housing in 
Harlow will not be reduced. The 
developers themselves have said 
that the properties are intended to 
be sold to existing home owners - 
incomers who will also be 
outgoers, commuting to London 
and Cambridge from Harlow Mill. 
The meeting agreed to continue 
the campaign and to defend our 
position in court if necessary, 
which would mean paying for a 
barrister. Let the fight begin.

Rare spider still 
living in the UK 


A SNEAKY spider feared extinct in 
the UK has been caught on 
camera for the first time after a 
new colony of the rare species 
was discovered. 

Experts had given up hope of ever spotting the 
Rosser’s Sac spider again but the creepy-crawly 
has been re-discovered safe and well. 

The elusive creature had not been seen in Britain 
for 10 years but a colony has now been 
discovered at Chippenham Fen in nearby 
Cambridgeshire. 

The light brown spider was first discovered in the 
1950s but the draining of the fenlands and 
changing farming practices following the Second 
World War left its preferred wetland habitat under 
threat. 

Despite searches conducted in recent years by 
both the British Arachnological Society and 
charity Buglife, the species had not been spotted 
since 2000 and fears were growing that it had 
died out in the UK. 

The timid creatures spend most of their days 
wrapped up in a folded leaf, hunting their prey 
rather than spinning a web. 

Buglife chief executive Matt Shardlow told

reporters: “This spider is globally endangered. 
“It’s fantastic that it’s still creeping around in the 
British countryside and we’re ecstatic that people 
can now see what it looks like for the first time in 
history. 

“If we want future generations to be able to see 
the live animal, we will need to take great care of 
the tiny remaining fragments of wild wetlands in 
this country and reinstate large areas of lost fen.”

SUPERMAN wouldn’t be quite so super 
without scheming Lex Luthor, while Batman’s 
cowl and utility belt would gather dust were it 
not for the maniacal Joker. 

Good and evil live side by side, locked in a 
perpetual tug of war. Light or dark occasionally 
triumphs but invariably the balance of power shifts 
between them. 

Directed by Tom McGrath, who previously made 
Madagascar and its sequel, Megamind is a fast- 
paced computer animated adventure that asks if a 
villain could become a hero when the entire world 
is pitted against him. 

The role reversal taps into a rich vein of humour 
and screenwriters Alan J Schoolcraft and Brent 
Simons have fun plundering the conventions of the 
genre. 

Megamind (voiced by Will Ferrell) is separated from 
his alien parents as a child and crash lands on Earth 
where he grows up in the Metro Prison For The 
Criminally Gifted. Surrounded by thieves, murderers 
and degenerates, he discovers his calling to be bad, 
sowing the seeds of a lifelong rivalry with dashing 
hunk Metro Man (Brad Pitt). 

Miraculously, one of Megamind’s elaborate plans 
comes to fruition and Metro Man is destroyed, 
allowing the villain and his loyal henchman, Minion 
(David Cross), to take charge of Metro City. But he 
soon grows bored when there is no-one to fight and 
creates a new hero, Titan (Jonah Hill), to battle 
against 

When Titan starts using his powers to destroy the 
world, it’s left to Megamind to save the day for the 
first time in his life. 

Megamind is a lively affair and makes good use of 
the 3D technology during the action sequences. 
Vocal performances are strong and Ferrell tugs at 
the heartstrings as the lead protagonist, who is tired 
of striking fear into everyone he meets. 

Tom McGrath’s film appropriates elements from 
Shrek and The Incredibles and produces an 
entertaining hybrid that should have parents 


chuckling with glee. 

However, in a vintage year for dazzling, family- 
friendly animation led by Toy Story 3 and How To 
Train Your Dragon, McGrath's film lacks that special 
something to distinguish it from the crowd. 

And with the focus on the unlikely romance and a 
noticeable absence of cute supporting characters, 
young audiences may quickly become bored out of 
their not-so-mega minds.

I F the past five years has 
taught us anything it’s that a 
change in the law, even if it’s 
just taxation, will have a 
profound effect on buyers. 

And if buyers decide they want 
something different, any car 
manufacturer choosing not to 
oblige won’t be around long 
enough to explain why 
The perfect example is the 
change to Vehicle Excise Duty 
rates. Suddenly all the 
mainstream car manufacturers 
have low CO 2 cars which are 
miraculously capable of diving 
under the magic lOOg/km 
barrier. Result: happy buyers but 
not so happy tax man. 

Surely this doesn’t apply to 
sellers of dreams like Ferrari? 
According to the rule makers it 
does. Just like everyone else, 
Ferrari has targets to meet and 
even if its typical buyers aren’t 
quite so concerned about 
scraping under the lOOg/km 
barrier, a small saving would be 
welcomed. 

Which is why this looks just like 
any Ferrari California. Very low 
and rakish from the nose, the 
bodywork flowing over the 
elegant wheels and up over the 
cabin. The bustle-back rear ends 
with a neat tail and hides the 
extra space required to stow the 
folding roof without much in the 
way of compromise. Modern and 


greatly to the lack of unwanted 
drama.

Despite the brutality of the 
performance, the handling and 
steering are delicately balanced, 
responding best to metered 
inputs and a smooth, considered 
approach. As with other 
Ferraris, the manettino switch 
allows the driver to tune the 
stability control and gearbox 
settings to suit the conditions 
and their skills, which means 
the California can be enjoyed 
more of the time. 


This is a car to be enjoyed after 
all, and it certainly comes with 
all the right ingredients for a 
pleasurable drive. But a scything 
cut in emission levels allows the 
driver to enjoy it even more, 
knowing that even this six-figure 
supercar is cleaner and greener 
than before.

yet with carefully contrived nods 
to the past, the California has 
presence and beauty just like a 
good Ferrari should. 

It also lacks nothing in terms of 
motive power. Underneath the 
shark-like nose lies a revised 4.3- 
litre V8 which in best Ferrari 
tradition revs to the stars - 
maximum power is produced at 
7,750rpm - and with 460bhp on 
offer this is nothing less than a 
full-on Ferrari. 

Better yet, the California gets 
the latest in Ferrari 
transmissions with a seven- 
speed dual clutch offering with 
FI style paddles of course. 

But the big difference is that this 
is the first Ferrari to get 
stop/start technology, the same 


kind of thing that eco-hatches 
have but inevitably with Ferrari 
sophistication. It’s also worth
